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a  blow  from  which  shp  novor  quite  reoovfrpd.  During 
ihest'  five  years  they  were  in  constant  communication 
and  consultation  and  were  allies  in  the  truest  sense, 
ijiving  to  each  other  a  comradeship  and  a  loyal  support 
and  untlerstanding  that  was  essential  t(t  the  great  results 
that  they  attained.  Their  work  was  in  a  sense  comple- 
iiuntary",  for  she  had  the  administrati\e,  he  the  political 
ami  executive  mind.  Their  relationship  is  to  be  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  great  friendships  of  all  time,  and  in  a 
^cnse  it  is  unique  in  history.  Sydney  Herbert  was  a  man 
(if  immense  charm,  with  a  devoted  wife  who  shared  his 
.■vtrv  thought,  and  between  whom  and  Miss  Nightingale 
tluTi'  existe<l  a  d'tse  intimacy  and  a  strong  spiritual  tie. 
Not  llie  least  part  of  the  great  inheritance  she  has  left  to 
her  sex,  is  the  fact  that  such  true  friendship  between 
i;i*'n  and  women  'in  and  duis  exist. 

Only  the  fir^t  'w  days  of  Miss  Xightingale's  return 
to  England  were  given  up  to  personal  matters.  The 
i-onsciousness  pressed  home  that  her  experiences  in  the 
Crimea  must  not  be  allowed  to  sink  even  temporarily 
into  oblivion.  She  was  keenly  alive  to  the  horror  that 
had  surrounded  her  in  the  Crimea,  and  never  forgot  That 
mortality  rate  of  tK)  per  cent,  in  the  Scutari  hospital 
duriiif;  the  first  weeks  of  her  stay  there,  that  blackened 
the  good  fame  of  the  British  Army  regulations.  Among 
her  private  notes  of  185(i  is  written.  "  1  stand  at  the  altar 
of  the  murdered  men,  and  while  I  live  I  fight  their  cause." 
The  remarkable  change  wrought  in  the  mortahty  of  the 
hot^pita!  at  Scutari  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  War 
was  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  sanitary  experiment  of  the 
must  brilliantly  successful  kind.  It  was  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  future  welfare  of  the  Army  that  the  evils 
fought  against  and  corrected  by  Miss  Nightingale  should 
hf  exposed  in  a  Koyal  Commission  of  inquiry,  and  that 
at'tion  should  be  taken  against  their  repetition  whi'e 
indignation  still  burned  hot  in  public  sentiment. 

It  was  at  this  juncture  on  August  li3r(  Hoti,  a  fort- 
night after  her  return,  tliat  she  was  given  t  opportunity, 
\v  a!i  invitation  to  Balmoral  Castle,  of  personally  setting 
forth  to  Her  Majesty  the  sufferings  of  the  Queen's  Army 
in  the  Kast,  and  their  possible  means  of  redress.  The 
yuecn  and  tlie  Prince  Consort  together  gave  her  their 
fullest  attention.  "She  put  before  us,"  wrote  the  Prince

■soundness  of  its  teat'hings.  is  in  the  highest  sense  a  elassie. 
It  is  a  book  which  anycme  may  nad  with  delight  and  in- 
fiirnmtion  to-day.  and  should  be  republished  in  popular 
form.  Florence  Nightingale  j)ossesse<l  the  literary  fm-ulty 
in  a  vcrv  high  degree,  and  was  a  \-olumin(>us  writer,  but 
-hf  lield  this,  as  she  did  her  social  accomplishments, 
very  lightly,  to  be  used  only  as  a  means  to  an  end.  and  to 
lie  considered  rather  as  a  "temptation"  to  be  avoided, 
thai  might  lead  her  away  from  the  purpose  to  which  she 
had  consecrated  herself,  and  never  as  an  end  in  itself.
